Italy Will Hare the Support of Ger- 
many in Her Abyssinian 
Campaigrn. 



London, Mar. 18. — Tliu inuiuuticemcnt 
made by the Tituea tbat the Egyptian 
troops woukl advance up the Nile fortli- 
willi to otuuipy Dongol;!. was ofTicially 
coiiiirniud by the foreit^ii oilice to-day. 
The Tiuiea also faid, editciriiilly, of Una 
announceiiieiit w hh a (;ood detil of ostoii- 
tation: " It need liardly btj said tliat the 
advance upon Dongola will greatly ben- 
fit the Italians, and the Britiah govern- 
ment must have had this desirable ob- 
ject in view in assenting to the British 
advance." 

Taken in connection willi the evi- 
deiicca thai Count CioltichowBki han suc- 
ceeded b}' liis visit to Berlin in streiigtii- 
ening the ties of the existing Dreibund, 
Great Britain's diversion in Egyut in 
favor pf a member of the Dnibund is 
regarded as extremely Bignilicanl. It 
inuijt bo borne in mind, liowuver, tliut 
Great iirilain liaa looked willi a favor- 
able eye upon the luilian eatnpaiiiii in 
.\lrica all ulijiit,', tliotigli sliehns liittiorto 
declined active aesiatanee, as an Italian 
Kuceefia would tend to add to tlie prea- 
ti^c of I'jUropeaii arms in Africa, and 
consequently to the st I'eiigtlieniiig of 
British iiUere.st.s in the .Soudan. 

There have been often renewed reports 
tiiut Great liritain had eeded to Italy 
tlie jjort of Zeiiii on the Straits of Babel 
Mandeb, which Italy mucb desired to 
obtain in order to facilitate her opera- 
tions in Abyssinia. But the report was 
113 often denied and tlie failure of Italy 
to obtain the joort was said to be due to 
the objeeliona ureed by France. Baron 
de Cotirecl, t he French amliassiKlor in 
London, pitid a long visit tn the foreign 
olliee this afternoon to w hich importance 
is attaelied in the j)iil)lic mind. The 
visit is Hupjio.sed to he comieeted with 
the proposed lulvance on Dongola. 

Tlie I'ull Mall Gazette, this evening, 
publiahes a despateli from iMeiitoiie say- 
ing that it is reported there that 
Em perorFraiiuis Joseph, of Austria, and 
Emperor William, of Germany, will, ac- 
cording to present arrangements, meet 
King Humbert, of Italy, at Genoa with- 
in a few days. 

The Times baa an editorial discussing 
the Ittiliitn situation, and declares tbat 
tlie shock. to European prestige owing to 
the defeat at .-Vdowa cannot be neutral- 
ized by Italy concluding a peace with 
.\Ienclek, tind il is doubtful even tlu'n 
it Italy would be al)le or willing to hold 
Iva.'^snla. The editoritd adils, and then 
pl-occeds as follows : " 'J'lie advance upon 
Joni;ola in the interests of the Urilisli 
pobn'v, will i>repar(! the way for the ail- 
vance on Oiubiiurman when ihe time is 
rii>e iuul the shattering of the iMtihdist 
power at its ba.se." 

The Euijwror Francis Joseph paid a 
brief visit to tineen Victoria at (Jimiez 
this afternoon, and it is believed the 
Austrian . Emperor ■will shortly leave 
here for Italy, whei'e lie will meet King 
Huniliert and Emperor William of Ger- 
many, according to report. 

Tlie Ibiiue (•orres}ioiulenl of the Daily 
News says the negotiations for peace in 
Abyssinia an- based tipcii 1 he moililica- 
tiiu'i Id' tlie treaty ni .Vcciall. exclinlini,' 
the Italian pmtectiiriUe in .\byssinia, 
the ri'sl itutiou ol Tigre li i .Mangascia and 
an exchange of prisoners and hostages. 

The Tiiiu's lias a lionic dispati-li which 
says: The news of 1 1 le peace negotiations 
has prod need a leeliiig of surprise 
aniouii ' iiig to a stani] lei le in in ost i|iiar- 
ters. 1 he conditions li X iiiL; tlie frontier 
at the .Mured river line and the pi'obibi- 
tion of fiirtilications on the frontier are 
considered as humiliating. The 
majority of the deputies now 
here ' oppose the project. It 
has been ascertained that Col. Gal- 
liano, who was re[)orted to have been 
killed at the Ijnttle of Adowa, was sev- 
erely wounded and is a prisoner in the 
Sboan cam|)." 

The r.erlin jiol ice eon fiscal cd to-day's 
issue of Der Soziabst, on the ground 
tbat it coiUains trca^oiialile matter, and 
its editors will be pfuseeiited on the 
cbarue oi lese_ majeste. 

.An (Jtlessa des])alch to the Times says 
that eeveral earthquake shocks occurred 
last evening. The'resiiltiug damace was 
light. 

Tlie Times announces tliat the niono- 
metaliists in parliament elaini to liave 
an absolute pletlge from Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beacli, cbiincellor of the bk- 
che^juer, to aeeept the mono-inetallic 
amendnicnt ol ,1. .M . ]\liudean, for Car- 
diff, 111 the bi-nietallic motion of Mr. C.

The iirst instaliiieiit of tlu- Chinese 
loan will jirobably be .-f 111,1100,000, and it 
may be issued in London and in iierlin 
early next week. .\ great disliirbanee 
to the money iiiarUet is anticijiated. 

Beulin, JJarch 13. — Count Goluchow- 
ski, the Austrian prime minister, has 
started on hie return to Vienna. Before 
leaving Berlin be was given the order of 
the lied Eagle by Emperor Williom. A 
great deal of interest ha& been mani- 
fested Ihroughoui luiropu in the visit of 
the Austrian prime minister, and it is 
believed that he returns to Vienna with 
the assurance of ii continnance in force 
of tin: DiidbniKl tor at least another year. 
U is also hinted tbat the active adhesion 
of Great liritain to the alliance has been 
secured. 

It is fitated that the prolonged stay at 
Capo Martin of the ICiiijieror I'muy. 
Joseph was purjiosely to meet tineen 
Victoria and restore litirniony between 
I'biglaiid anil Germany, It in rumored 
tiial It,aiy will now have the moral sup- 
port of Gerinaiiy in her Abyssinian cam- 
paign ami the more or lees active sup- 
port of I'-ngliiiid through the advance of 
the laiter's troops into the .Soiidtm.

hofc believed that any steps will betaken 
to punish them,- . Negotiations with 
King Jlenelek have been, opened, and it 
is anticipated that peace -Will be eon- 
eluded before long, aa the ivar office has 
couiiternianded the instnictions sent to 
various points for harrying forward re- 
inforcements to Africa. The new cab- 
inet is settling down to steady work, 
and the financial situation ia brighter 
than anticipated.

The 
(lei niaii lOmperor is understood to have 
been weaned from bis longdng." for (doser 
relatiou.s witli Utissia, and a jiossible 
alliance of the three ICiiiperois iiiid the 
attitude of Germany towards Great Brit- 
ain, it iH believed, will undergo a cluinpe 
for tlie lietter. This is due to tlie fact, il is 
thought, that Great Britain, when the 
situation was outlined to lier from Ber- 
lin, before the arrival there of Count 
Goliichowski, promised loyal support to 
Italy in the emergency, and took stejis 
to order an advance up the Xile from 
Wady IJalfa toward Uongola of a strong 
column of British-PIgyptian troops. 

The Berlin corres])ontlent nf the Times 
confirms the assertion that Count Golu- 
chowski's visit solidifies the Dreibund. 
lie thinks it inijirobablo that it will 
liavt^ any ell'ect regarding England's ad- 
hesion to the Dreibund.

MATTEES IN ITALY. 

Press Opinions On the Campaign in Africa 
-The Uprising in Sicily. 

PiiLMK, March 13. — The cabinet coun- 
cil, with a view to appeasing the popu- 
lace, lias decided to grant amnesty to 
the jiarticipantB in the uprisings in Sici- 
ly and Massah-Carrara in 189;i and 1804, 
except such as were guilty of homicides. 
There arc 120 persona who will 
benefit by such decree, incbniing 
several iiieinborH of tlie chamber 
of deputies, who have been elect- 
ed since they were imprisoned. The 
revolt in Italv, assumed serious propor- 
tions ill 18',)^, during the former premier- 
ship of Premier Crisjii. Troops were 
sent to the island and many desperate 
am,! fatal encounters occurred. Martial 
law was proclaimed on the isthmus 
early in the year. Sigiior Cris|)i, in a 
speech at the time, asserted that these 
revolutionary associations liad 28',),00t) 
members. This state of things, he 
iiiaintaiiied, jiistilied the extreme iiiea- 
snrestliat had been adopted. The deputy. 
Signer de Felice tiuillVida, who was ar- 
rested because of hiscoiiiier.tion with the 
outbreaks, was condeiiiiied tu the loss of 
bis position as a deputy and to eighteen 
years solitary confinement, while others 
iinested witt him were sentenced simi- 
larly though the periods of imprison- 
ment were dlroiniehed. 

The Italia Militaire asserts that it has 
i:ood aulhority for stating that Emi)eior 
Meiielek's jiroposals of peace are bonor- 
alib' and .advantageous to Italy. 

TlieTribuna fears that the proposals 
conceal a snare and assert.s that Meneiek 
is siiiiplv secddng to gain rime. 

The l''aiifiilla , the Clerical i irgaii, learns 
t hat the negi it iatioiis for peiu'e are i ui t be 
same basis as these wliiidi were originally 
started by ex- Premier Crispi. 

The itiiornia vehemently opposes 
iieaee. Most el the other pajiers, bow- 
ever, favor a conclusion oi peace. The 
alleged Italian reverse at Sabdevat, 
w hich was aogiavated by a news agency 
into another disaster, seems to have 
been merely the defeat of a local tribe 
friendly to the Italians. A hunilred 
Italian troops, returning from El Dai, 
reinfori^ed tlie tribe and afterwards kept 
tlie route oiieii to t'liKsala.

Advices from Sun Francisco annoiinco 
that the steamship Alameda from Hone* 
lulu arrived in that port Thursday, and 
announced that the American sealins 
schooner Mattie T. Dyer, 103 tons, of 
San Francisco, was wrecked on Frencli 
I'.'isjato SlioalS; -120 miles south-west 
fi-oni Honolulu, on February -2.

They were furiiisiiiHl with dry clothes 
and provisions by tiu' native residents of 
the ishviul. Tlie third boat's crew laud- 
ed at Maua, a port on Kaiuii, on tlie 
'28th. The fourth was; [)icl;ed up by an 
island steamer. According to tlie 
captain the wreck was due to the south- 
west currents.

IMFOR TA y T <J UES TIONS. 

There seems to be quite a number of 
p ersons in this city wlio cannot see liow 
a Governnient can be favoraljlo to an en- 
terprise, andean have earnestly and hon- 
estly expressed their willin^'ne.sH to fur- 
ther it by all practiciible and reasnnabUi 
means, and yet reject firm and uinjuali- 
fiedly a propositi to earry out that enter- 
prise. Yet this is what almost every- 
one has done ia his private transactions 
— not once or twice, but hundreds of 
times. And it in done, too, without any 
reflection beinj,' cast upon the rejecter's 
earnestness or sincerity. There i.s noth- 
ing, too, that causes an iiulividiial to re- 
ject what be would like to favor or i)OS- 
sess more quickly than the conviction, 
whether well-grounded or ill-grounded, 
that he cannot afford it. 

This, setting aside for tlie moment tlie 
reasonableno.ss or the iinroa.soiiableiiess 
of till' oiler, is preci.sely the position in 
which the Hon. Mr. Turner and his ( Jov- 
erninent stand before the country with 
ri'.siKn.l to the British I'acilic railway. 
After having considered Mr, Bod well's 
proposals seriously and carefully they 
have come to the conclusion that they, 
in the interests of the inhabitants of the 
Province, cannot afford to accept them. 
Is there anytbint; blaniewortiiy in this? 
ft must be rcineiiibered that in this mat- 
ter Mr. Turner, from his iiositioii, has 
not to consider the interests or the sup- 
posed interests of the citizens of 
Victoria alone. As Premier of the 
Province he must consult the interests 
of every jiart of iiritish Columbia. If 
after lookinjj over the wln>le field and 
considering the resources of the (iovern- 
ment, present and prosiiective, he conies 
to the conclusion that the pro[)oseil bur- 
den is too heavy for the taxpayers to 
carry, is he not rather to be commend- 
ed and sympathised with than censured 
when he refuses to place it on their 
shoulders? 

1 1 would be far easier ami pleiisaiitcr 
for hitii in lliis instance to .'^ay " ^'l•s " 
tli,.M " Xo." but when a niiui feids liini- 
self coiiipelled liy bis duty to say " -Vo," 
when bis inclination is to say •' Ves," 
he is not generally condemned, even by 
those who do not a<;cee with him or who 
believe that lie is mistaken. Tliere was, 
then, nothiiii; vvionj; in Mr. Turiicr's rc- 
jcctiiij.', and decidedly reject i ii'„', Mr. 
lioilwcdl's oiler, wlien he l.eHeved that 
the I'rovini'c cannot just now allonl 
the luxury of a British I'aciiic Railway 
on th(! terms proposed. 

Having come to this conclusion the 
next thing that a fair-minded elector will 
do is to try and find out, from tlie persons 
presumably Ijest cafiable of forming a 
correct opinion on the subject, whether 
Mr. Turner is rigid, or wrong in his esti- 
mate of tlie Province's capability to beai- 
the burden wliicdi the acceptance of Mr. 
BodwoU's proposals would place upon 
it. A little inquiry would convince him 
that there are men in the Province 
capable of coming to an intelligent con- 
clusion in the matter, and ho would find 
that many of those who agree with the 
Premier and approve of what he bus 
done lire not 8yco])hants, but very much 
the reverse. 

But Mr. Turner rejected the proposals 
on another ground; they are, he con- 
tends, not fair to the Province. There 
can be nothing wrong in rejecting the 
])ro))o«als on this ground alone. If the 
Premier and his collenguea believe that 
they would be doing an injustice to the 
Province if they accepted Mr. Bodwell's 
ofl'er, mo.st intelligent men wiIl'Conclu(}e 
that they were perfectly justified in re- 
jecfting, the offer on that ground alone. 
On this sutjeot, too, the ordinary elec- 
tor should bo diffident of his ability unr 
aided to come to a sound and coriect 



conclusion. Tliese financial questions 
are not as easy of solution as some per- 
sons seem to think, / 

Here then are .the fc^wo questiona which 
the Premier anaivered in the negative: 

(1.) Can the Province allord to pay 
the jirici; « hich Mr. Bodwell asked for 
the load? 

(2.) Are Mr. JJoilwell'd ))ropoa;ils fair 
to the people of this Province? 

The interest of the people of British 
Columbia requires that these questions 
should stand alone and be answered 
without i eference to party polities or the 
antecedents of ])arty i)oliticians. If the I 
province cannot tifford the road on the | 
terms pro|)osed it does not matter what i 
those who rejectetl tliein said and did I 
three years or two years or one year ago. 
In the same way if the proposals are not 
fair to the people of British Columbia 
thoir consideration should not Ijo nii.xod j 
up with ipiestions of loctil interests or ; 
party policy or personal jealousy. It ia 
of the greatest importance that these 
questions should be considered in all 
parts of the Province solely on their 
merits. We are quite satisfied that if 
this is done, and when this is done, the 
great majority of the electors of this Pro- 
vince will not blame the Hon. Mr. Turner 
for giving a negative answer to them 
botli. 



,1 t^ETTLEMENT IX SIGHT. 

The Winnipeg l-'rce Press, which, all j 
tilings considered, has pursued a nioder- 
!ito course on the school question, is of 
opinion that an arrangement will be 
made lietween the Cioverniiient of the 
Dominion anil the Cioverniuent of the 
l'n>vince which will put an end to the 
present iiiiple.isant agitation. In its 
issue of the ilth it says: 

There is every prosjiect that Sir IXin- 
ald A. Smitli's recent vi.sit to this city is 
to bear rich fruit. The burden of the 
despatches sent tnit from Ottawa, to 
Liberal papers as well as Conservative, 
is to the like effect — that a settlement of 
the school question will be arrived at 
between thrtwo Governments, and that 
it will not be necessary to proceed with 
the reniedial bill. Correspondents who 
are supposed to be more or less inspired 
!iud who are kept in close touch with 
Ministers on occasions such as this, and 
corri^siiondeiits who Hit around on the 
outside of the charmed i-ircle, and wliose 
sharper wits have to (lepen<l on a word 
here and a sign there, have but one 
story — Mr. (ireenway ia to be invited ti 
(Ittawa, and the long sore is to be heal- 
<'d without the drastic treatment of Par- 
liament. There are to(j many evidences 
to doubt that some such step as this is 
in coiitcmphition. The leader of the 
House at Ottawa has virtually admitted 
it, ami Mr. (ireenway's unusual tender- 
ness in dealing with the question when 
it is [lut to him is generally accepted as 
very strong confirmation of the suspicion 
thill " something is in the wind." 

Many of us believe and all hope that 
such is the case. And we shall not stand 
on the manner of tin.' .settlement so long 
as a settlement is reached, liesides be- 
coming vastly tiresome, the iiuestion is 
fast developim; ugly features tlial would 
certainly hccidiu' dangerous if nut 
checked. We stispeet that it was tiiis 
that (excited the concern of .^irPoiiald 
Sinilh ami brought him to Winnipeg in 
the hope that some |K!aeeable disposi- 
tion of the diflicullies might be made, 
Kroni the time the judgment of the 
Privy Council was rendereil there ought 
to have lieen no dilliculty in connection 
with the nialter, nor would there liiive 
been but for the annoying and arbitrary 
interference of the authorities at Ot- 
tawa, 

.\fter rellecting severely and, as we be- 
lieve, very unjustly, on the course pur- 
sued by the Dominicm Government witli 
resjiect to the school question, the Free 
Press goes on to say : 

.\notlier fortniiateeirciimslanci? is that 
a new power has taken the lead in Otta- 
wa ; anew infiuence has arisen which 
recognizes that the agitation is to be sub- 
dued if worse is not to come of it. With 
t hese ageiiitics at work, we can well un- 
derstand that Mr. (ireenway has Ix'en 
prevailed ii pun to consider terms of a set- 
tlement. Iftlien: was not such agree- 
ment in the despatches from Ottawa, it 
would lie easy to believe that with the 
ministerial iiillneni't^ of Sir Charles Tiij)- 
per ill tlit^ ascendancy, supported by tln^ 
rational, liiisiiiess sen ti nieiit of tlieconn- 
tryas rcpresenteil by Sir Donald Sniilli, 
an earnest eU'ort would be made to dis- 
pose of tlie quest ion before fmther and 
worse harm resulted. .And when ap- 
proached in a proper spirit there is not 
now, any more than there has been since 
the opinion of the Privy Council became 
known, the slightest reason to supjiose 
tliiit Mr. (ireenway on his part woiilil 
refuse to resjioni 1. 

The indications, then, all point- to a 
conference at the Capital, with tli(> 
view of reai'liiiig a sel l lenient of this 
vexing school (lUi-stion, It wonlil bt; a 
thousand pltil^■• if not lung should enine 
(jf it. In t he interests of peace and liar- 
niony we believe both sides would lie 
williii".' to make sacalices; but if then; 
slioiilil be failure, a terrible resiioiisibil- 
itv will rest on the side that refuses to 
go far enough. 

If the spirit which thi Free Press dis- 
I)layB in the article of which the above 
is an extract prevails in Manitoba, 
it will not, we think, be at all 
dilficiilt for the Minister of .Jus- 
tice, with till' aid of Sir Donald Smith's 
jiowerfiil inllueiice, to bring about a 
compromise wliieh will bo cheerfully ac- 
quiesced in by men of every creed and of 
all shades of political belief in every 
j)rovince of the Dominion. 

MANCIIESTEJi fiHIl' CANAL. 

The Manchester Ship Canal, of which, 
when it was opened, such great things 
were hoped and expected, has not so far 
turned out well. The traflic on the 
Canal, though increasing, is not nearly 
so large as was calculated upon by ita 
projeetj?r|. iln jtbe last six months of 
1895 tfib'^mdunt'cin which tolls wiBre paid 
was 758,000 tons againat 5,55,000 in a 
similar period in 180-1. For the full 
years in- question, the total tonniigo of 
J895,wn,s„f, 358,090 tons agninat^ .925.000 



tons in 1894, The Canal has not yC:i 
paid its working expenses. The City of 
Manchester borrowed £1,000,000 to build 
the Canal, and it finds itself obliged to 
pay the interest on that immense sum. 
This is what Rradstreet's says al)out the 
Canal in ii late issue : 

Leaving aside the finaiHnul results— 
which are certainly noi encouraging— it 
would seem that the results of buikliiig 
the canal are not what was antitaiiated. 
In spite of the most vigorous etlbrts to 
procure traffic for the canal, it baa not 
yet made Manchester a seaport. It has 
been pointed out by the management of 
the coiiqiany that the tradersand manu- 
facturers of the ..listrict can not only 
effect great siiviiitis directly by making 
full use of it, but that, " as a matter of 
policy, they would do well to support 
the canal even when the ohler lival 
routes are for the time being oHering 
equal advanfiigea." It is one of the 
aims of Manchester to force the railroads 
to put the city upon the same footing as 
other sea ports in regard to rates. 'Ihis 
the railroad companies tlitia far refuse to 
do. They carry gooils from biverpool to 
London at low rules in order to [irevent 
the trallic from going by sfca. But they 
do not for the present show any readi- 
ness to (dass Manchester with Liverjiool 
in this respect. Nor is it likely that this 
object will be gained till thetrafhcof the 
canal reaches proportiona indicating iti&t 
it is becoming a dangerous competitor 
to the railroads for tlie coastwise car- 
riage of freight.

dom, but their predictions have not yet 
been fulfilled.

Such a work ab this, if it 
ia well and judiciously written, cannot 
fail to be of very great use not only to 
medical men but to every intelligent 
parent in Canada. Consumption ia 
lamentably ]ircvalent in every p.art of 
the (Muntry. It is. therefore, ne(;essary 
that those who have the care of the 
young should know all tliat there is to be 
known about its nature, its causes, and 
how it ia to be prevented. As everyone 
knows, there are some constitutions, pre- 
disposed to consumjitioii. The bacillus 
of the disease liiids in them a ct^ngenial 
Soil, iiiid when the circumstances 
are at all favorable they increase and 
mnltiply at a deadly rate. " The effects 
of environment on the prevalence of 
consumption are made clear by a mass 
of evidence culled fn)m numerous stalia- 
tical works — the unavoiilable concbisinn 
being that its virulence and spread are 
most marked in over-crowded cities. 
Full l.ireatliing surface and abundant 
oxygen are essential to the jireservat ion 
and recovery of [pulmonary health. 
The emphasis often laid upon heredity. 
Dr. Playter reduces to reasonable signi- 
ticancu when he urges those in whose 
families cases of cunsumjition have oc- 
curred, to accept the fact as a tiL'>ely 
warning to omit no needful pre- 
cautions. The evidence of its infec- 
tionsncsa is abundant and manifold and 
that it may be contracted from diseased 
mo \t and milk, ample statistics have 
est dilisbed." Those who wish to keen 
tlievr families free from consumution 
sh-.iild be most careful to have their 
lie^uses and the preniises Kurroiiuding 
tlium in the best possible sanitary con- 
dition. The drainage not only of the 
house but of the whole district should 
be looked to and jiut in good order 
whenever it is possible to prevail upon 
the municipal authorities to give the 
sewers the atleiition tlu'y rt-.iiiire. .\n 
excellent review of Dr. I'laytfcr's book 
in the Montreal Gazette, froia which we 
hive already i| noted , says: 

The home calls I'or special coiisiihra- 
tioii, and here lliere is still v.i,-t idomnjr 
i 111 [iroveiiieiit . Many house-s, and even 
whole districts, are nurseries of tiib.'ieii- 
losis. The ilili'usioii of sound jn iin-ipies 
of sanitation should be coiiLhined v. itli a 
strict en fiireeiuent of sanitary law. 
Therewith are assoidnted the i)ioblems of 
ilrainage, the disposal of refuse, fo«xl in- 
spection, public baths, sanitaria, and 
other details of health, administration. 

Dr. Playter ia of opinion that the clim- 
ate ot Canada, of even the coldest part, 
is favorable to porsoii.s disposed to or af^ 
fei-ted by eoiisum plioii. Tiiis is said to 
be |)articularly true of some parts of 
British Columbia.

German Commissioner in Africa Cliarged 
Witti Causing a Negro and Negress 
to Be Hanged. 

London, March 14. — A despatch from 
Berlin to the Times describes a stormy 
scene in the Reichstag. It arose throngii 
Herr Bebel, one of the Socialist leaders, 
accusing Dr. Carl Peters, the African 
explorer, while he was Imperial com- 
missioner in Africa in 1S',)1 with causing 
a negro and negress to be huiii: without 
trial to tbe nearest tree because they 
had taken a fancy to each other, of 
which l>r. Peters, being himself 
intimate with the negress, dis- 
approved. The Ciermaii oflicer refused 
to execute the Heiitence, nevertheless the 
sentence was executed. J)r. Peters pro- 
elaiiiieil oflicially that tlie negroes were 
bung as spies. After that the English 
bisboji, Tacker, declined to receive Dr. 
Peters, saying that he would have noth- 
ing to do with a nuirderer. Dr. I'eteri 
thereupon wrote to Bishop Tacker, con- 
tending that be was married to the 
negress according to tbe Afrii^an custom, 
tlierefin'e he hail a right to put liiu' to 
death for adultery.

The Result of Last Season's Surveys 
Aloujf the Ease for Col- 
ODizatiou. 



Great ami Yaricil Eesources Which 
Direct Access Would Cause 
to Be Developed. 



A colonization survey of the north- 
western portion of British Columbia, 
undertaken by the lands and works de- 
partment last summer, furnishes ma- 
terial for tlie greater part of thu annual 
vohinie on eruwn land surveys just i)re- 
oented to tiie legishiture. This work 
was under tJie direction of Mr. II. P. 
Bell, M. I. C. E., who associated with 
him Mr. F. A. Devereux, C. E., and Mr. 
Henry Fry, C. E. Their operations were 
carried on in the Chilcotin anil Cariboo 
countries, with a view to determining 
the most feasible outlets of those region.s, 
both eastward and towards the coast. 
Generally, the result obtained from tlie 
season's work has been tlie definition of 
a base line for colonization purposes, 
"upon whieh," eay.H Mr. Bell, "the re- 
sources of the province may be advan- 
tageously developed, both laterally and 
between terminal points." A map ac- 
companying tiie reuorl presents, as the 
b:ise line referred to, tlu; proposed rail- 
wav from Coiuox, on N'aucouver Island, 
111 the Yellowhcad pass, the tracing be- 
ing in great jiarl along tlui Hiile Inlet 
route originally intended for the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. 

Commencing with the island end of 
the proposed railway, Mr. Bell describes 
the country alon;; its entire route. He 
says ; " Between Comox and Otter Cove, 
Vancouver Island, a distftuceof 70 miles, 
there are good agricultural and timber 
lands, iiiobably not less than L'00,001) 
acres. The clearing of these lands for 
farming purposes is no doubt expensive, 
but the lesull in ho good a climate as 
thai of \'.in.-ouvei Ishiml leaves the 
fanner w bo lias the enler|ii isi- to under- 
take and c;n'iy il lliroiiiili (o coinpletiiiii 
both comlorlalile ami independent, 
(lood lands adjoining the coast are espec- 
ially valuable, as the logs may he sold 
when clearing instead ol being burned." 

('ATTI.l-: It.USlN(i. 

" The eastern Ibuik of tlie Coast Range 
of Britisli Columbia," he. continnes, 
" i)ossesses jiastoral lands of exceptional 
excelhuiee. Some time was spent this 
past summer in the exami nation of those 
lying east of the iiiounlain.s along the 
foot-hills between the Cliilco rivtr and 
the west end of Tatla lake, it would lie 
difficult to (ind a belter section of 
country for cattle riiising tiian a large 
proportion of this, or to set; fatter cattle 
tiinn those to he found at Tathi lake and 
vicinity. The prevalance oi the Chinook 
wind upon the eastern llauk and foot- 
hills of the Coast Range has a fdvoniblo 
influence on the climate and c pabllitiuN 
of that belt of country. The meiisure of 
the capacity of a good cattle ranch in 
tins section' of country is said to consist 
of its ability to furnish winter feed, and 
in this .-espect tlieeastern Hank and foot- 
hills of the Cascade Range all'ord opjior- 
tunitics, although necessitating prejiiir- 
atory work in some instances — as, for 
example, when beaver dams are found 
upon the outlet from a meadow, tbo 
I)roper regulation of which will furnish 
the means of both drainage and irriga- 
tion. 

" The configuration of the country ex- 
amined along the eastern loot-hills of 
the Coast range would, if divided into 



liomesteads with reference to utilizing 
the neighboring rangt^a, probably pro- 
vide all the winter feed required for a 
long time to come for the respective lo- 
cations so set apart. It is not to be sup- 
posed that with the la|)se of time and 
the accumulation of stock that natural 
meadows could bo found for every set- 
tler: but it will be noticed by those who 
traverse the country that the opportuni- 
ties allbrded by nature for the making of 
meadows with aininimutn of clearing are 
many. In some cases creeks for irriga- 
tion purposes [iresent themselves, and 
in others irrigation is not so much re- 
i|uire(l as drainage. Some of the best 
natural grasses may be grown here upon 
an extensive scale for no more trouble 
than the cutting and burning of one 
crop and the sowing of another, for a 
conii rmat ion of which an ins|)ection of 
the native grasses now cultivated at the 
west end ot Tatla lake will sutlici'.

" The Dominion iiuniigration returns 
for KS1I4 to ISSKi show that of .O;!;") settlers 
between Calgary and Eduionton, 4t)2 of 
them Come from the State ol Wasblng- 
ton and 73 from Oregon. Il would seem 
natural to infer that if the access! bill tj- 
were easy in British Columbia, the lat- 
ter might have obtained some of those 
settlers from Washington and Oregon. 
l''rei|ueiitly, men anxious to take u|) land 
are heard to say that all the land in ai^- 
ce.ssilile i)Ortiona of the country is al- 
ready occupied. It tlu? map of British 
Columbia be taken, and the distance 
measured from Vancouver to a point in 
the latitude of 51 degrees ami -10 minutes 
north on the Iloinatbco River, via Ash- 
croft, Clinton, Dog Creek, and the Chil- 
cotin roail, and this distance be com- 
|iared with a direct ascent from the 
coast at the head of Bute Inlet to the 
same point, it will be found that the 
former is nearly Ave times the distance 
of the latter.

( I rom L'.DbO acres down wii rds) ; and I here 
are also larne areas of good soil covered 
with scrubby timber whicli has be(!n 
btiriuMl oir year after year. Occasion- 
ally one si'CH a few acres of the luagiiiii- 
cent primeval forest, with the lir trees 
still standing in a carpet of timber grass 
and peaviiie. Having made jiartieular 
iniliiiry as to whether this district was 
suited to aheep-raising, the writer was 
informed that the experiment had 
already been made, and so far as tlie 
raising of sheep successfully was con- 
cerned that nothing more could bo de- 
sired. A baud I if AW head had been 
raised in prcciselv -luiilar itountry, hut 
the market for u.m.I and the price ob- 
tainable left no imi]-giii of prolit. It 
seems diflicult to discover the reason 
why this industry should not hj made 
cominercially i)rolitablo, but it mny be 
inferred from what information ciin he 
obtained tluit the carriiigo of thu raw 
material to the coast reduced the j)rice 
to the sheep owner below profitable 
rates. It is therefore, like many other 
industries, dependent upon the means of 
communication for its successful prose- 



cution, and there is no disability^ that 
can be called permanent. 

AN UNOUMOUH ACKKAGi;. 

Two conclusioiiB force themselves up- 
on the mind of those who have examin- 
ed the coiinlrv dealt with in this report, 
Jlr. liell says': 

" (I.) That if means of access were had 
from salt water to the eastern side of the 
Coast Haiige, the country wouki bo col- 
uni/.ed in ii liiiort space of lime and at a 
miiiiiiiuni cost — the latter, because indi- 
viduul and i)rivato cH'ort could be used 
with ell'ect to keep open existing routes, 
or to open those which the changed cir- 
cumstances might call for in the parti- 
ally open plateau country. 

"t2.) That there is not much waste 
land in the country, as that which is not 
suitable for fariniiig and cattle wising is 
suitable for raising sheep; and the ma- 
jority ot cuttle owners say that sheep 
crop too i^losely for cattle to thrive in the 
same pasture. 

"With regartl to the total quantity of 
the land availul)le for grazing ami culti- 
vation in Britisli Cidniiibia west of the 
Eraser river and east of the Coast range, 
between the rtlat and the o.'itli ])arallei 
of latitude, one-third of the area so 
bounded may certainly be taken as co- 
terminous grazing and cultivable lands, 
or SIX miliioiiK of acres. Of the two- 
Ihinls reniaining, a verp large propor- 
tion is summer grazing and land that is 
suited for slieej) farming purposes. It 
is difficult to assign a proportion, bnt 
the total of all kinds will probably not 
be far from twelve inillioiiH of acres." 

.\ (.line AT i-i"ii,'iti;. 
Having dealt ut some length witli the 
rich and brightening mining prosjiects 
of this Northern country, Mr. Bell i)ro- 
ceeds : 

"Competent miners say that many 
good mines have been abandoned in 
liritisb Columbia on acciaint of tlie cost 
of lii iiigiiig ill niiichiniM-y to pniup shafts 
diliicult to nuwater ami for other kin- 
dred reasons, the re:-nniption of wliii'b 
under bet ter auspices would provide re- 
luuiieriit ive work for a large number of 
men. In common with the avenues of 
mineral traflic further south in the sil- 
ver-producing districts, the joint inllu- 
ence of two economical systems of trans- 
portation wouhl react upon each other 
and make of British Columbia a phen- 
omoiiul mining country. It has been 
|)rovo(l many times that given na- 
tive wealth and access, capital is sure to 
follow. It is true of the silver-produc- 
ing' country at the present time, and 
would be equally true of the gold if un- 
der the same conditions. 

"The base line that may be eetab- 
lisbeil as n means of communication to 
join the ranching and farming country 
west of the Kraser river, with that 
which lies east and has for its future 
the discovery of gold mines in a country 
known to be inaccessi ble, but rich, should 
have a great but remunerative future be- 
fore it, 

LUMBEU IN I'LE.NTY. 

" Hitherto the lumber of the Coast 
region has been one of the principal 
sources of in<lustry in British Columbia. 
The time is coming when il will cost as 
much to go ba<'k tbo distance required 
from ttie Coast to lind timlier and trans- 
port il to water, as it would to bring it 
from the interior by rail. Logging by 
railway is a method of working not yet 
much practised in Britisli Columbia. It 
has, however, been the lirst and most 
prolific source of dividend earning in 
some parts of the United .States — notably, 
the State of Arkansas, where the saw 
mil! followed close upon the heels of 
construction, and the same seijuence of 
events is taking place in the Eastern 
States. There is a spruce belt in the in- 
terior of British Columbia, of which the 
northern l)oun(larv has not as yet been 
delined. The (ifty-lliird jiarallel of 
latitude may be taken as a general aver- 
ago of the southern boundary, eastward 
the boundary of the iir<ivince, and west- 
ward, tbo foot bills of the Coast range. 
.\loiig the route sluiwn by plan hereivilb, 
from tjuesiiellemouth t,o the Yellow Head 
I'ass, sjiruce timber may be seen at in- 
tervals tlironghoul. It is smaller than 
the fir limber of the Coast, but undeni- 
aiily a good timber for constructive pur- 
poses, luivi.'ig lieeii used by the miner for 
the last thirty year.s. It occurs in 
patches nii\ed with timber of other 
kinds, lull in the aggregate there must 
be a very large iiuaiitity of it."

The railway route is minutely describ- 
ed from a construction standpoint, with 
particulars of t be grades, and of the 
liridgework rei|uiied. The total mile- 
age 111 till' main line from t'oiuox to W'l- 
lowliead pass i.i phiced at -177 ' j, includ- 
ing the litleeii mile ferry, aiul the follow- 
ing estimate of the probable cost jier 
section eonchides Mr. Bell's report :

Mr. F. Heinze, president of the 
U. C. .Smeltint; Co., Trail Creek, and 
nri'.'-iderit of the Columbia Kivur and 
VVestoni U.It., haa been in the eity lor 
yoine days \)W~l in company with several 
oilier uciith'iiieii IntereHled in the Mon- 
tana Ore Piireha.siiit; Co. .\ eharter for 
the railway is now being ponght', and in 
order that the objectB of the conipany 
might be more thoroughly understood 
than at present a representative of the 
Coi.o>;ifi'r interviewed Mr. Iloinzo upon 
the subject. M r. Ileinzu and lii.s aas-o- 
ciates have inveHted over a half a million 
dollars in t.he Trail smelter aud in build- 
ing the tramway towards Kossland, bo 
that It eaii he 1 nil hfiilly eaid tlutt lliey 
have' already i:i\en e.xeellent evideneeof 
their lioiiu liile.-', and alai.i of their belief 
in the rieliiiess of the mineral iliHtrieta 
lyinicalunK the southern fringe of the 
province westward from the Columbia 
river. 

In Hpeak iiigof the proposed railway ^ir. 
Heinze said: With rufereiu'U to tlie 
exact bearing of the project of the Co- 
lumbia River & Western Railway Com- 
pany there seems to be some miaappro- 
beiii-ion. Quite afew have the idea that 
this railway bus been projected for the 
Hole luitpose of making the Boundary 
Creek country, with its ores iind other 
■ natural resource.^, tributary to the new 
smelter at Trail. ^VIlile,of cour.--e, 1 :im 
the chief owner of the smelter at Trail 
Creek and also occu])y tin; stime position 
with respect to the Columbia River tt 
Western Haihvay, tin; two propositioim 
liave not the same bearing on each other 
whioii at tirst sight one would imagine. 
Tlie smelter at Trail with its rail con- 
nection to Rosslnnd will uiuiuestionably 
have more ore offered to it for reductioii 
than it could possibly take care of at 
the present time, or even with 
siiuh extensions as might be made in 
the fntiirij. The bfist evidence of this 
contiiiion of iifFairs ia the fact that some 
of the mine-owners of I^opsland are at 
the present time litruringon tlie erection 
ol additional reduction works. 

Tl le project of the tlolninbia River it 
We.'^leiii railroad is based priiici|ially 
upon the opening up of the natural re- 
sijiircofi of Boundary Creid;, or, aa I 
slionhi rather say, making them valu- 
able. I have had three or four of the 
beet known and most conservative 
mining experts in the West go tliroiigli 
that country and furnish me with re- 
ports concerning its possibilities, and 
fr<.uii all information obtaiiialile it seems ■ 
to me to be a country of magniliccnt I 
promises. There are showings of ore ; 
there in enormous quantities, but of I 
such a grade that while with railway 
ami smelting facilities close at hand they 
would yield very large returns to the 
persons developiuL' them, thev are at 
the present time alnio.~l iiseh-.-s. .\ lar(,'e 
nniiiber of coiiserval ive iiiinin;; iin'esl- 
ors are hold out of that country at pre,--- 
LMit on aci'niiiit of the u I ire rtai 11 ty siir- : 
rounding the 1 1 anspoi tat ion ;iiid reduc- 
tion nropo.-itioii. 1 f jiroper raibva\- la- 
cililicH wer<' fiirni.><hed there is little 
(|Uestion but that inshle of a year or two 
cunsidcraiily mori' than a thousand tons 
of oic Would be mined there daily, and 
would have to he reduced upon the spot. 
.\s in the caee of the mining develop- 
iiieiit now taking [ilace in the vijinity of 
Itosslunil— yet in it.s infancy — tlie devel- 
opment in the Boundary Creek district 
— which would follow as certainly in the 
wake of railway facilitiea aa day follows 
[light — would inevitably result in lar^.'e 
setl ienients, which would create a largi' 
demand for prniluce of every kind ainl 
uive rise to a liu-ine<.s in general mer- 
liandise iirobahly unparalleled in any j 
tiler part of th<' province up to dale. 
With the lacilitiea for transporlation { 
at jirescnl allbriled, all farm |irodiice I 
tniiKt practically come from the I'niled ' 
Stntea and |)iiy a duly varying from L'7'o 
to lit) per cent. By the e.xteiision of the 
line from Boundary Creek lo I'enticloii 
all the iiroduce of the Okanagan valley, 
of the farmers of Vernon and vicinity, 
and of the Kettle River valley, as well 
aa the western portion of the province, 
would have ;( large and' remunerative 
market pra<!tically at the point of pro- 
■ bielion. Tlie difficulties attending 
transpoitalion on the Columbia river, 



and between the two Arrow lakes at 
certain seasons o£ the year, ^yould make 
the linei from Trail to Midway one whicli 
at such times Would 2»'actic.'.lly bo cut 
off from the outside world eivcept in so 
far as connection with the United States 
is concerned. From a transportation 
standpoint this would be a moat undo- 
sir.ible condition of all'aiis. Therefore it 
ia absolutely in our interests, aa a Ijuai- 
nesa proposition, to continue the line 
from Midway to I'entictori. 

liut another thing which should 
be kejit in mind is that connection from 
the I' niled States as compared with con- 
nections from the north niid east and 
west — namely with other parts of the 
Dominion — ia always handicaiiped by 
the import duties which everything coni- 
im; from the United States would have 
to pay. There ia not the aligbtest ques- 
tion liiat aa inerchanta in tlies.- new se;- 
tlenienta become acquainted with the 
Kastorn and Coast commercial houses, 
and with the requirements of their com- 
munities, they must maketheir purchases 
from Canadian firms. I say that just aa 
goon as the merchants get to know what 
their customers demand, and mercantile 
concerns witli large capital are eatab- 
liHlicil in the new district.-', everything 
will be supplied by the jirovince itself. 
A man in the hardware business, 
for instance, will get to know 
just what his cuRtomera reciuiro and 
v.'ili be able to (Uiler his supjily of good 
live and six montlia ahead and get them 
in in carload lota from the I'acilii: 
C'oast. T'l'.ere is no nueatioii that al- 
most anything can be purchased chea))er 
in liritisli Cohiinbia than in the I'liiled 
States. Again, there is tlie additional 
I burden that buyers in the United States 
I would have to bear on account of the 
j customs duties, so that it must bo aj)- 
j [larent to everyone that the markets of 
i British Columbia will unquestionably 
j supply all demands from this country, if 
transportation facilities eciual to those 
from the United Stiitea are allbrded. 

In aildition to the a<lvaiitagea to be 
derived from a transpoi tat ion comiiany 's 
standpoint there ia also tlu^ advantage of 
furnishing to this section of tlie province 
a means of transportation that will 
always be open ami entirely to bo de- 
pended ujion at all seaaons (jf the year. 
Okanagan lake, connected with the 
C.P.R. by the Sliuawa]) tt; Okanagan 
i lirancli line geenis fortunately just 
I so situated aa to ah'ortl the 
'very best nii^aiia for thia kind 
of connection. It is (luito a large 
body of water and rarely, if ever, freezes 
over during the winter months, and on 
account of its lack of current offers no 
difliciilty to navigation. The main point 
to be considered in connection with 
navigation on this lake would be to get 
boats of sufficient deck surface to carry 
whatever was required. It would simply 
be a propoailioii similar to that of 
operating upon the great hikes of the 
I I'aiHt. Cars could be switched directly 
I from the Shuswapand Okanagan brunch 
1 upon tlu^ steamers, and without trans- 
I ferring the goods could ,be taken down 
, to I'enticton, at whicdi point the iner- 
j chandiee and other goods could be traiia- 
^ ferred lo the Columbia and Western and 
I taken over into the Boundary and Trail 
Creek countries. 

The opening of tlie Boundary Creek 
country has an important bearing upon 
the general business of the province 
which should not be lost sight of. I 
have often lieen asked why smeller men 
claim that .siocaii ores cannot be 
economically handled in British Coliini- 
liia, and why on the other hand 1 con- 
sider il an economic business proposi- 
tion to reduce the 'I'rail Creek ores on the 
epot? I'he latter, 1 may say , carry about 
3 or -1 iier cent, of copper which is used 
as a collecting agent for the precious 
metala. This with one melting will be 
raised from tliat percentage of ci>[)|ier to 
about 50 ])er cent. Thia means that 
for every 17 tons of ore going into 
the works at Trail there will 
only he one ton of product to t)e shipped 
nut, and the result is a saving of 
freight cliarges that is very large, and 
serves in a- measure to cotinteraet the 
liigli prices that we have to pay for fuel. 
The Slocan ores averace easily over till 
rier cent, in lead, probably more nearly 
7") per cent. The melting of that once 
Would result in the production of lead 
bullion and tin' removal of only about '-!■') 
pe]- i-iMit . of wa.-te. In other words, for 
e\ery |i, toii.s of Slocan ore iiandied, 
with the same e.\pensivi' fuel as at Trail 
Creek, there ia one ton left to lie shipped 
out. The difference in the two

in addition to Ibis, the sinellera in 
the United States are all of them anxi- 
ous to get these heavy Slocan lead ores 
to he used as collectors of the precious 
metals in ores carrying no such 
base, and in the economic conduct of 
smelting affairs, they even buy such raa- 
terial and handle it practically at a loss 
BO far as that individual ore is concern- 
ed, because it enables them to buy large 
quantities of other ores on which they 
cliarge much higher rales for treatment'. 
OniMif the most inqjortant features in 
the jiroper conduct of smelling opera- 
tions i.-- the possibility of obtaining such 
an admixture of iiialerials aa will enable 
the metallurgist to get iiay on every 
pound of material (e.tcept the fuel) that 
he i)Ut8 in bis furnace. While in the 
United Statea the metallurgist ia all the 
time looking for base ores, because ores 
offering no base metal are furnislied in 
large iiiiantities, in thia province tlio re- 
verse is the fact. The ores of British 
Columbia are mostly base and very few 
of the districta up to date have develop- 
ed these drv ores. Boundary Creek tiaa 
base ores, but also large cfuantities of 
silver and gold ores carrying no base 
metal. With the connection of tiie 
(.lolumbia Western railroad this ore 
will be economically hauled out to 
Penticton over Okanagan lake, the S . it 
1). and the C.P.K. to tide water, where 
clieaj) find and the Slocan ores will 
be obtained and thus a magnilicent 
smelter propobitioii would become an 
assured fact. 

I'ntil Kiicb dry ores can be reasonably 
obtained on this coast, smelting cannot 
be conducted exciqit under such adverse 
coiiditiona that the industry must 
hinu'uish no matter how hearty the sup- 
port of any comiminity in which such 
operations might be carried on. It is 
therefore my opinion that the project of 
the Columbia River & Western rail- 
way would inevitably result in the 
esiablishment of rediniion works in the 
Boundary Creek (''iiiiitry. The road 
would connect some of the farming dis- 
tricts of tlu' province with the lari^e coii- 
siiming communities, and would also re- 
siih in tli(^ liivi'i'sinn of the Slocan ores 
from their present southern (Niurse to a 
northern ami western one and be the 
nieans of establishing reduction works 
somewhere on the coast of Jiiitisb Col- 
unihia. There can be no (]uestion but 
that it would very materially iiicrea.'^e 
the earning powers of the Nakusji it 
Slocan and Shuswap A Okanagan 
railway, and beyond any peradven- 
ture ot a doubt the construction of the 
Columbia Western railway would be 
of inestimable benefit to the whole prov- 
ince. 

The constnictioii of tli(> railway and 
the developmenl of the mines t hat would 
follow would necesailate the enqiloy- 
nient of a very larte number of men. 
These and the tax uiion the mining oiit- 
pul under the new assessment act would 
add mateiially to the revenue of the 
])rovince. I do not think, .Mr, Ilein/.e 
concluded, that it is too e.\tr!ivagarit a 
statement to make, that with proper 
railway facilities, the districts of West 
Kootenayand Yale will, within the next 
three years, add, by moans of the assess- 
nient act alone, from ?160,000 to ^200,000 
annually to the receipts of the govern- 
ment.
